Claims 1-5, 7-17, 19-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed to a method for calculating a score for each of the plurality of 
programs for each of the plurality of criteria at the respective importance. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The independent claims 1, 7, 12, 17, and 22 are identifies the uniquely distinct 
feature for " wherein the calculating further comprises 

adding to the score for the respective program a result of the importance of the 
respective category criteria divided bv the ranking of the respective category. 

adding to the score for the respective program a result of the age of the 
respective program divided bv the importance of the age criteria. 

adding to the score for the respective program a result of the difference for the 
respective program divided bv the importance of the difference criteria, and 

adding to the score for the respective program a result of the expected savings 
for the respective program divided bv the importance of the expected savings criteria, 

wherein the selecting further comprises selecting the first program with a highest 
respective score: " 
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Yamato et al., US 7,257,316, discloses a program recording device 10 
compresses data of program recorded in a hard disk, at a user's desirable timing in a 
user's desirable compression level. A recording unit 1 1 records data of a program, and 
a re-compression scheduler 14 includes a compression setting table having a re- 
compression condition and an encoding method used in a compressing process. The 
re-compression condition and the encoding method are, in advance, established for 
each compressing timing. Then the scheduler 14 is activated in a predetermined 
interval and selects a program satisfying the re-compression condition among programs 
recorded by the recording unit 1 1 . The re-compressing unit 15 compresses data of the 
selected program. 

Rodriguez et al., US 7,120,922, discloses a method for providing television 
functionality includes defining a time period, associating a user preference with the time 
period, providing a first result in accordance with the user preference if a request for 
television functionality is received during the defined time period, and providing a 
second result if the request for the television functionality is received outside the defined 
time period. 

Horowitz, US 6,987,889, discloses the present invention allows higher quality 
video images to be transmitted without a concomitant increase in a total number of 
video data bits transmitted per frame. 

None of the prior art, either singularly or in combination, fails to anticipate or 
render the above underlined limitations obvious. Claims 2-5, 8-11, 13-16, 19-21, 23-25 
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are dependent on claims 1, 7, 12, 17 and 22 and therefore dependent claims also 
allowable.
